"T he im perial guard, who w ere or­ 
dered to surrend er, w ere annihilated 
by the British. 
It is reported th a t the 
crow n prince was in th eir m idst.”

Governmental intervention in 
the affairs of business should 
extend only over such things as 
are necessary for fair publicity 
and truthful statem ents.

such a governme nt, business se­ 
curity is at its best. 
Individual­ 
ity and 
initiative are encour­ 
aged; the country is progressive. 
and its future prosperity is well 
guarded. 
But as soon as legis­ 
lation begins to deprive tile pro­ 
ducer of a square deal, or where 
business is ‘‘regulated” by peo­ 
ple without the experience and 
necessary training, business se ­ 
curity will be transformed into 
business depression.

ment should be limited to its 
natural 
functions of just and 
reasonable 
legislation 
for 
the 
greatest good of the

number of people, and should 
ivever show favors in order to 
"catch votes” or to secure cam ­ 
paign contributions.
